’. Of course, a taxon land alone would not 
automatically eliminate these evils. If the land 
were assessed on the basis of the use to which it 
was being put, it is difficult to see how any 
‘great good would spring from the system, since 
- the Jand assessment would, in effect; depend 
‘largely on the type of building érected ‘on it. 
But if we were able to divorce our thinking 
from this‘matter of actual Iand use, and base 
assessment on potential land use, such a new 
system ‘would exercise ‘great influence on the

Zoning’ regulations would’ provide a ready- 
made guide. Land zoned as industrial or com- 
mercial, for instance, would, we presume, auto- 
matically be assessed at a higher value per unit 
than land zoned as residential. But there 
would be difficult problems. What, for instance, 
would be the yardstick in areas zoned for mul- 
tiple dwellings? In almost all such areas single- 
family units already exist. Would it be fair to 
assess all land’in this zone at the same rate, 
when some land had on it. large apartment 
buildings and other land just a small home? 
To avoid undue hardship to some, or a virtually 
tax-free ride to others, it would appear that 
some consideration would have to be given at 
first to actual land use. Eventually, though, 
if the full benefits of the system were to be 
enjoyed, land. similarly located would have to be 
assessed af the same rate, providing an incentive 
for all owners to erect thereon the most re- 
munerative type of building.

There wasn't a line 
in it that was censorable, nor 
@ scene that was - physically 
“indecent” — yet the whole- 
picture was bathed in an atmos- 
phere of sniggering sexuality 
much more repellent than the 
honesty of, say, “Lady 
Chatterley’s Lover.” 
Open: pornography is simply 
what it is; we can take it or 
leave it, And most young people 
have enough sense tobe bored 
by it after the first ‘few 
posures, But our whole culture 
in its more “ table’ 
forms — if permeated with 
sexual suggestiveness, in a 
sneaky, arch, and vulgerly com. 
mercialized manner. This 
amb'ence, I submit, is much 
more e “bad influence” upon 
young morals than frankly 
dirty passages in books, . 
Likewise, open crime by 
avowed criminals does not in 
fluence adolescents, nor does it 
undermine their respect for law 
and society, What is really 
subversive js the more or less 
“legitimate” crime — the pay- 
offs, the favoritism, the slick 
deals, the sly evasions by big- 
time operators. 
No One Decetved 
As a small but potent ex- 
ample, consider how marriage 
and divorce must be regarded 
by youngsters when they read 
that an affluent woman walks 


into a Reno tourt, swears that . 


she is a bona fide resident of 
Nevada who intends to remain 
, and walks out a few 
minutes later, a. feww woman. 

She has no law, com- 
minutes later, a free. woman, 
knows why the divorce took 
place in Nevada rather than 
elsewhere, It is a deception that 
fools no one; but it nevertheless 
makes a mockery of US. 
divorce laws, and reaffirms the 
cynical conviction among. 
youngsters that anyone with 
Toney can buy his way out of 


thin; 

It is ‘he atmosphere {n which 
our socia] order is permeated 
that deterimes the reactions of 
young people. If attitude 
toward sex is sly and hypocrit- 
ical, youngsters will come to re. 
gard and treat sex‘as a base 
commodity, If our attitude to- 
ward law-breaking pays tribute 
to the sharp operator who can 
get away with it, and condemns 
only the small:timer who fails, 
then we. will develop a gener-_ 
ation of aspiring sharples. 

A boy is not shocked when he 
readg about a “bad guy" break- 
ing into a bank; but his moral 
sense begins to .be corrupted 
when he learny that his father 
has bent the law, or evaded it, 
or has fafled to practise what 
he preaches, Such lessons are 
not lost upon the young, who 
pay much more heed to our 
hypocrisy than they do to dirty 
postcards or shows of violence.”

~The current issue of “Editor and Publisher,” 








‘the text’ of an address which was given April 18 
to'thé'American Society of Newspaper Editors by 
_ Jenkin Loyd Jones, editor of the Tulsa Tribune. 
_ Hig speech was. entitled “How About Raising 
Hell?” For most. of his address Mr. Jones raised 
hell with the present. state of education, morals 
“and-motivation-in the U.S." Much of what he 
‘spi applies equally well to Canada. But, be- 
‘ing an American, he could not resist the temp- 
tation to relate \these woes to the Cold War. 
‘ “Do you know what scares ‘me’ about the 
communists?” he said, “It’s not their political 


|» system, which 1s primitive and savage. It’s not 


_ their economic system which works so badly that 

‘progress in.& ,téw directions is purchased at the 

price of progress in all the rest. it is their 
” q * 


' Nowiwe suspect that there will be many 
_ ardent ‘anti-communists who have never regard- 
‘ed the Reds'as puritans, but in the sense which 
-/ Mr. Jones uses the word, obviously without any 

- reference’ to - ous convictions, his view. of 
them -is easily ‘dpcument We have only to 
recall Khrushchev’s disgust when he witnessed 
one ofthe ‘more’ publicized though admittedly 





least impdttant examples of -this - puritanism. 


Of course; disliking the can-can does: not make 
one’a puritan but when strait-laced views are 
accompanied “by a readiness to impose similiar 
_ Standards on everyone, ‘then the label of purit- 
anism, in the sense Mr. Jones used it, is justified. 
' Most of those who have recognized the com- 
munists’ pyritanism. have, like\Mr. Jones, been 
greatly alarmed by it—but not all for the same 
reasons as those which apparently prompt con- 
cern-in’ Mr. Jones. He seems to be worried 
because the. Russians gare puritans and the 
Americans are not—feeling that it would-be 
much more appropriate if the roles were revers- 
ed. There are others who are alarmed at 
Russian: puritanism because they ‘fear all .puri- 
tanism and regard is as doubly dangerous when 
associated with 'a political creed which is already 
fanatical and can be made only the more dan- 
gerous by the existente of tle puritan’s “con- 
fidence that‘they are morally superior.” 


Foes of puritanism always face the danger» 


of being labelled lovers of evil, beeause so many 
puritans have qualities, As Mr, 
Jones says, “our (Americans’) puritan ancestors 
+ + «e were a tremendous people.” ey had 
energy, they. had courage, they had moral 
standards, ‘Mr. Jones will grant that they were 
“hag-ridden and guilt-ridden and theirs was a 
-Tepressed, a neurotic society.” But he fails to 
mention something which is a characteristic of 


all puritans—they were cruel. They burned > 


witches. : Those .who. possess a conviction of 
moral superiority are always, woefully seyere with 
sinners... And, to the puritan, much that comies 
naturally is a sin. : 
itanism is held in such high esteem by 
so many people in the western world that they, 
if they recognize the puritanism of communists 
at all, tend to consider that. communists. are 
cruel in spite of their puritanism, rather than 
because of it. It is easier to ignore puritan- 
ism’s existence.. Then one can dismiss as propa- 
ganda those virtues which puritanismf produces 
_*—e willingness |to work long and hard¢and to 
sacrifice for others or for the future, an eager- 
ness to pay oné’g way so that Russian children, 
as Mr. Jones reports, tear off their Young Pio- 
neer badges to give in exchange for new Lincoln 
pennies rather than accept a gift. 
But wheh Mr. Jones says that “Russian lit- 


erature may be corny, but it’s clean,” we think’ 


. he goes too far. This may be true of the pot- 
boiler and the propaganda book. But the best 
of modern Russian literature today is in the true 
tradition of the station and language, introspec- 
tive, emotional about the.soft beauties of bird 
and flowef {6uhd ‘in ‘a hard land, yet harsh as’a 
Russian.-winter, when it serves the writer’s pur- 
pose, realistic in a way-that is certainly not 
corny to anyone and is clean only to the'non- 
puritan. j
